Continuation of 3. NOTE: Proposed new claim 25 raises new issues. For example, part (b) 
recites a marker cassette comprising a fluorescent protein in operative linkage with a Drosophila 
polyubiquitin gene. It is unclear as the claim is written how the fluorescent protein is operatively 
linked to the polynucleotide sequence of the polyubiquitin gene (i.e. 112 2nd issue). It appears 
from reading the specification that the nucleic acid sequence encoding the fluorescent protein is 
operatively linked to a polyubiquitin promoter. It is also unclear whether there is support in the 
originally filed specification and claims for the recited combination in part (b) of a nucleic acid 
sequence encoding a fluorescent protein and a polyubiquitin gene (i.e. New Matter issue). It is 
further unclear if there is support in the originally filed specification and claims for the 
combination of the marker cassette of part (b) with the polyubiquitin gene of part (c) (i.e. 1 12 1st 
New Matter). 

Continuation of 13. Other: It is noted that, pending approval, the Terminal Disclaimers filed on 
2/3/2004 will obviate outstanding obviousness Double Patenting rejections.
